‘bank of the Mississippi about 200 miles from New 
Orleaps. It was onthe 8th April that Banks, af- 
ter a consultation with Sherman, started upou his 
expedition up the Red River,’ The point which 
he intended to reach was Shreveport. He had, 
therofore, to traverse a distance of about 300 
vailes, passing through Alexandria and Natvbi- 
toches.’ The region was fertile in. cotton and other 
product. During the siege of Vicksburg the gur- 
rison of. that stronghold had been supplied from 
this fartile district, and Shreveport, which is about 
200 miles directly westward, bad been the depot, 
af such'supplies.” Inthe op'nion of Gen, Bunks 
is wax important that Shreveport should be dez- 
treyed, and therefore, es has been mentioned. he 
rtarted npolt his enterprise onthe l0th March. 
The number of troops under hia command is not 
mentional, but he had the assistance of the fleet 
On the 16 th the army had reached Alexaadria, 
on the right-or westera bank of the river , on the 
21 st they had reached Na‘chitodbes. There they 
recm to have rested. But on the6 th April they 
advanced to Pleasant Hill, on their way to Shrov-. 
eport. By this time the Confederates bad concen= 
trated all their forces. When, therefore, the 
Federals moved on the 8 th April, their advanced 
guard was met by ovurwhelming’ number and 
repelaed with “serious lous. ‘It is now said that the 
hattle was renewed the next day. and that the 
Confederates were defeated und routed with great 
-alanghter. The only, fact which tbhrowa any 
doubt tpon this report is,, that whilst the defeat, 
of Banks is confitmed by intelligence from New 
Orleans of the 16th April, no mention is inede of 
his victory on the day following. But, whatever 


may he the truth of there svouts, they cannot ma- | 


terially affect the campaign in Virginia. It is 
not to be sunpored that the particular plan adapted 
by Grant should be known to the public. But it 
id tolerably clear that that officer hag determined 
to make o grand effort to overcome the Confo- 
derate armies in Virginia. There seems no'rea- 


ron to doubt that, Grant bas been really placed in | 


supreme command -of the United States armies. 


Sinca the beginning of the war no officer has showu | 
| himself more thoroughly independent than Grant. 


It-ia impossible to vrove that his own plan hes 
heen adopted: but ha has reorgnised the army of 
the Potomac ina fashion which, until the present 
moment. has not beer experienced. He has re- 
arranged brigades and divisions, dismissed some 
officers. and placed others in vew commands. 
Above all, he has sacceedad jn getting the whole 
of the Northern. arinies uuder hie contrél. A: vi- 
gnrous attack upon the Confederate armies in 
Virginia ie the ane object at which Grant aims, 
and it is clear that he bas been allowed by tho 
Government at Washington to use the whole re- 
xources of the Republio to accomplish bia design. 
Tt is admitted that the army on tho Rapidan haa 
heen reorgatiised according to the genéral’s own 
heart. But besides this be has employod himself 
jn directing every man who could be-spared, from 
‘Washington down to Florida, to concentrate upon. 
Richmond. The army under Sherman at Chat- 
tanoogs and at Knoxville ix quicacent—a canstant 
—A constant. atreatn of tronps has ‘been pouring 
into Fort Mouroe on the north side ‘of. the James’ 
River, and, according to the Ixtest accounts, 
“‘Jarge rumbers are being transported from Port 
Royal.” in the immediate neighbourhood of Sa- 
vannah, to the same rendezvous—another army 
is assembling on ihesouth side. of the James River, 
whilst Grant himeclf is said to be watching the 
movements of Lee with 110,000 .efiicient troops. 


Thus from three -points—north, cast.-and'-south- | - 


east—threa armies, eat sufficiently strong to 
resiat the attack of G Lee, are about to ad- 
vance upon Richmond. Their communications 
with Washington and with each éther by sca are 
ample. The only dangor is that the Confederate 
officers may succeed jn annihilating one of them 
before either of the others can eome’to ity aid. ‘lo 
avoid thig catastrophe will test the capacity of 
the Commander-in-Ohief. M'Clellan fuiled ia his 
vampaign.in a great measure because he wag not 
entrusted with the supreme. authority; although 
it may be doubted whether, even if his auttiority 
had been enlarged, he would bave succeeded. But. 
Grant hasno such escuse. ‘He occupies the posi- 
tion, and is clothen with the substantiul cuthority 
of a Commander-in-Chief, If, therefore, lie fails. 
he will fail because the army opposed to Lim is 
more: powerfal, or occupies a.more advantazeou 
Position than that of bis adversary, or Iscci.yse 
the officers in command ot the Confederate arinies 
are more skilful than ‘those who commund the 
samies of the Federals-—(Daily News.)
